To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Colebrook,  in  the  County  of  Coos, 
in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Colebrook  School 
Gymnasium  in  said  Town  of  Colebrook  on  Tuesday,  the  14th  of 
March,  next  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 


1.  To  bring  in  your  ballots  for  the  election  of  Town  Officers  to  be 
elected  by  ballot  for  the  Town  of  Colebrook  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  act  upon  all  of  the  following  articles  contained  in  this 
warrant. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  its  Selectmen  to  appoint  all  other 
Town  Officers  as  required  by  law. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
General  Government  for  the  ensuing  year  including  outside 
fires  and  interest  for  short  term  obligations. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  for  the  Police  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  for  Civil 
Defense  for  the  ensuing  year. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  operating  expenses  of  Ambulance  District 
A-1. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  towards  the  support  of  the  Upper  Connecticut 
Valley  Hospital  Emergency  Services. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  for  the 
Care,  Removal,  and/or  Replacement  of  Trees. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  $93,500  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Summer  and  Winter  roads  for  the  ensuing  year  and  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  $17,331.99  revenue  from  the 
State  Highway  Department  with  the  balance  to  be  raised  by 
taxes. 


11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  for  the 
General  Expense  of  the  Highway  Department  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
twenty-nine  dollars  and  thirty  cents  ($1,029.30)  for 
maintenance,  construction  or  reconstruction  of  Class  V 
Highways,  in  the  event  the  State  will  contribute  six  thousand 
eight  hundred  sixty-two  dollars  and  two  cents  ($6,862.02). 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  remove  the  snow  from  the 
Business  area  of  the  village,  defining  the  areas  to  be  cleared, 
and  to  raise  money  for  the  same. 


14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  for  the 
Plowing  and  Sanding  of  Sidewalks  for  the  ensuing  year. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $9,933.53  for 
Highway  and  Street  Construction  and  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  accept  and  expend  the  additional  Highway  Subsidy  funds  for 
Class  IV  or  V  Highways  for  this  purpose. 

16.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  appropriate  for 
Cleaning  Streets  in  the  business  area  this  summer. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  action  taken  at  the 
March,  1977  Town  Meeting  under  Article  20  of  the  Warrant  for 
said  meeting. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50,000  for 
a  community  swimming  pool  and  recreation  area,  and  to 

authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $10,000  for  said  purpose  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the 
State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  as  amended,  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  accept  and  apply  against  the  cost  of  same 
private  contributions  of  not  less  than  $20,000:  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  balance  of  $20,000;  provided  further,  that  any 
portion  of  said  appropriation  not  actually  expended  for  said 
swimming  pool  and  recreation  area  shall  be  retained  in  the 
swimming  pool  fund  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  said 
pool  and  recreation  area.

become  available  for  said  purpose. 


20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
negotiate  the  purchase  of  the  railroad  property  known  as  the 
cut,  from  the  New  Hampshire  Transportation  Authority  and  to 
raise  the  sum  of  $3,000  for  this  purpose. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  One 
Thousand  Two  Hundred  Fifty-five  dollars  as  the  Town's  share 
for  the  operation  of  the  North  Country  Council  for  one  year, 
beginning  July  1,  1978.  These  funds  will  be  used  for  financing 
staff,  office  and  general  operating  expenses,  regional  planning 
studies,  technical  assistance  to  member  communities, 
coordination  with  local,  State,  and  Federal  agencies,  and  other 
programs  of  the  Council.  These  funds  may  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  State  and  Federal  funds  available  for 
planning  purposes.

43.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:  43-B  and 
43-C  for  Expanded  Exemption  on  Real  Estate  which  provides 
for  a  resident  65  years  of  age  up  to  75  years  of  age,  a  $5,000 
exemption;  a  resident  75  years  of  age  up  to  80,  a  $10,000 
exemption;  a  resident  80  years  of  age  or  older  a  $20,000 
exemption.    Provided   that   the   resident   owns   real  estate 


individually  or  jointly  with  another  or  his  spouse  with  whom  he 
has  been  living  for  at  least  5  years  as  man  and  wife;  said 
resident  had  a  net  income  of  less  than  $7,000,  or  combined 
income  with  spouse  of  less  than  $9,000,  and  owns  assets  of  any 
kind,  tangible  or  intangible,  less  bona  fide  encumbrances  not  in 
excess  of  $50,000. 

44.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  for  use 
any  antirecession  fiscal  assistance  funds  authorized  by  Title  II 
of  the  Public  Works  Employment  Work  Act  (P.L.  94-369)  which 
they  may  receive. 

45.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  for  the 
care  of  Cemeteries  for  the  ensuing  year. 

46.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  free  use  of  the  Town  Hall  to 
non-profit  organizations,  including  heat,  lights,  and  janitor 
services,  whenever  same  does  not  conflict  with  the  best  interest 
of  the  Town  and  at  the  discretion  of  the  Selectmen,  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

47.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
the  money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Town  in  anticipation  of 
taxes  for  the  ensuing  year.

in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town. 

49.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept,  ratify  and  confirm  the 
reports  of  Agents,  Selectmen,  Auditors,  and  all  other  Town 
Officers,  as  contained  in  the  Annual  Report  of  said  Town  of 
Colebrook  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1977. 

50.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
this  meeting.

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Report  of  District  Fire  Chief  and 
Town  Forest  Fire  Warden 

Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and 
town/city  responsibility  (RSA  224) . 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Forester) 
appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens 
in  each  town/city  upon  the  recommendation  of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire 
prevention  and  suppression  activities  in  his  town.  He  regulates  the 
kindling  of  outside  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  by 
the  issuance  of  written  permits  only  when  conditions  are  safe.  He  is 
responsible  for  suppression  with  the  town/city  and  state  sharing  the 
cost.  Suppression  costs  in  excess  of  y^  of  1%  of  the  assessed  valuation 
of  the  town  are  assumed  by  the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization  and 
helps  coordinate  activities  between  towns/cities.  The  state  also 
supports  local  forces  with  backup  personnel,  equipment,  and 
supplies  for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started  in  1893, 
works  well,  for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of  the  smallest 
acreage  losses  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past  25 
years.

Community  services  are  generally  free.  Home  visiting  services 
are  covered  by  Medicare,  Medicaid,  special  State  and  Federal 
Grants,  and  sometimes  private  insurance.  Those  services  not 
covered  are  charged  on  a  sliding  fee  basis  geared  to  the  financial 
capabilities  of  each  patient.  These  free  or  partially  free  services 
result  in  our  dependence  on  the  towns  we  serve  for  financial  support. 
Contributions  this  year  will  help  us  obtain  matching  funds  to 
continue  and  expand  our  Homemaker/Home  Health  Aide  service  as 
well  as  Qur  Maternal  and  Child  Health  programs.
